Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed on 10/09/2007, with respect to the rejection(s) of 
claim(s) 1-3, 5-19 and 21-26 under 35 USC 102(e) and 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-37 are allowed.

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claims 1,16 and 25 that 
specifically comprises the following: 

- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
invention patented in Pat. No. US 6,266,799, US 6,693,985 and US 
6,292, 1 1 6. The improvement comprises: 

With regard Claim 1, "third circuitry configured to sample the data 
signal in a predetermined phase relationship to the second phase-shifted 
version of the reference clock signal, while the second circuitry samples 
the data signal in a predetermined phase relationship to the first phase- 
shifted version of the reference clock signal, in order to produce a second 
partial stream of data extracted from the data signal." as recited in 
combination with other limitation as claimed in the claim, 
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With regard Claim 16, "producing a second partial stream of data 
extracted from the data signal by sampling the data signal in a 
predetermined phase relationship to the second phase shifted version, 
while the first partial stream of data is being extracted from the data signal 
by sampling the data signal in a predetermined phase relationship to the 
first phase-shifted version." as recited in combination with other limitation 
as claimed in the claim, and 

With regard Claim 25, "data recovery circuitry configured to use the 
two recovered clock signals and the information signal to produce two 
retimed data output signals indicative of the data information in the 
information signal, one of the two retimed data output signals being 
produced using a first respective recovered clock signal while the other of 
the two retimed data output signals is being produced using a second 
respective recovered clock signal." as recited in combination with other 
limitation as claimed in the claim.
